There were 114 out for the 
North League; Only 15 were 
picked here.

The West enrolled 85. It chose 
19. Thus 66 were passed over.

WHAT WILL BECOME of: the 
ones who weren’t selected?

' Jarged. Conscientious men feel 


that it would be better to set up 
two, extra teams in each league, 
rather than to disrupt seemingly 
sensible geographical boundaries 
by forming a new league. If this 


| were done, they would be able to 


take care of 120 more players. 

The trouble is, it’s too late to 
do anything about if this year, 
insofar as recognized Little 
League play is concerned.

24 teams in Pittsfield next year. 
There currently are 16 teams— 
four in each of four leagues, 
with 15 names on a team. 

Since there is no immediate 
relief in sight, the Parks and 
Recreation Department plans to 
help.

Bob Boyer, players’ agent in 
the South League, informs me 
that his group intends to do just 
that. This should make for better 
baseball. For efficiency increases 
when an athlete knows that if he 
doesn’t give it everything he has, 
someone will be waiting to take 
‘his place.

THIS INCIDENT shows what 
a problem the Babe Ruth League 
officials: and coaches face éach 
spring. This is the sixth year of 
the highly popular 13-15 year old 
activity in the city. 

There were more than 200 
candidates this spring for 39 va- 
cancies. How come there were 
only 39 places? Well, every year 
each team loses a minimum of 
five players to the age limit. 
There are six teams in a league, 
so you can see that some years 
there’ll be only 30 vacancies.

Probably. the coolest people 
among the 2,500 on hand at swelter- 
ing Pontoosuc Lake Beach Satur- 
day afternoon to watch the 12th 
annual city of Pittsfield and Berk- 
shire County swim’ meet were the 
contestants themselves.

Sets Two Records 


Heroes and high lights came in 
clusters, as did disappointments. 
There was. little Andrea Snell, .10- 
year-old daughter of James Snell, 
one of the meet officials. Andrea 
won the midget 20-yard freestyle 
and backstroke events. 


Then there was Nancy Shea, 
holder of the NE AAU women's 
100-meter backstroke record. Nancy 
easily defeated Frances Fluet and 
Linda White to win the senior coun- 
ty 50-yard backstroke event with 
a record-breaking 33.8 seconds. 
Racing against time, as the only 
entry in’ the city event, Nancy 
chopped three-tenths seconds off 
the meet record with a time of 
38.2 seconds, . 

Another outstanding swimmer 
was Dick Merrill; Pittsfield High 
track and gym star, who set two 
new records, and won first place 
medals in both the city and coun- 
ty junior 50-yard freestyle events.

THE BALD EAGLE which 
onee ranged over most of North 
America has decreased’ alarm- 
ingly in recent years. Some 
the National Geo- 
graphic Society says, believe only 
a few thousand are left, in the

Though protected by federal 
law, the ‘“‘king of the skies’’ 
because of its size is an enticing 
target.

Hurricanes and hous- 
ing developments have destroyed 
many of their favorite nesting 
grounds on the Eastern seaboard. 

Strong and swift, the bald 

eagle is as Jordly as any bird 
aloft. An adult stands about 
three feet tall and spreads its 
wings six feet. Old baldy loves 
its home. It mates for life; 
builds a huge, permanent nest 
to sticks in a tall treetop or on 
a erag. Added to and repaired 
year after year, the aerie may 
finally weigh a ton.

— Herberg Presents Plea, 
For Teacher Pay Raise” 


An extensively-documented plea 
for higher pay was presented last 
night by the Pittsfield) Teachers 
Assn. at a special meeting of the 
School Committee in the High 
School. 

The presentation was made by 
Theodore Herberg, chairman of the 
association’s salary committee, 
after Frank R. Mullen,. president 
of the association had formally giv- 
en the group’s salary petition to 
the committee. The full salary 
committee, comprising some 30 
teachers, one from each school, 
attended the session, 


$600 Increase Asked 


In their petition, the teachers 
are asking a $600 raise for all 
teachers, effective next Jan. 1. 
They are also asking that, effec- 
tive next Sept. 1, the local bach- 
elor’s degree salary minimum be 
raised to $3,900 a year from its 
present $3,300 (the mandatory 
state minimum) and the maxi- 
mum to $6,500. a year, over the 
present maximum of $5,600. An an- 
nual increment of $225 was also 
asked, to replace the annual step- 
up of $175 now in effect. 


Herberg’s Argument 


Mr. Herberg offered 11 docu- 
ments in the course of his near 
hour-long presentation. These are 
some of the points he made: 

During the 1956-57. school year, 
Pittsfield’s then bachelor’s mini- 
mum of $3,200 was $464 below the 
national median of $3,664 for cities 
of 30,000 to 100,000 population. It’s 
$9,000 maximum was $39 below 
the national median. On the six- 
year level, Pittsfield, with a $3,650 
minimum, was $545 below the na- 
tional median of $4,195 and $506 
below the national median of $6,- 
456, with $5,950. These figures 
were compiled from information 
furnished by the National Educa- 
tion Assn. 

“If Pittsfield were compared 
only with cities in the Northeast, 
Pittsfield would be at a greater 
disadvantage,’”’ Mr. Herberg said, 
adding, ‘‘These figures include a 
large number of Southern states 
‘and other states where education 
is admittedly in a pitiful condi- 
tion.’ t 

Mr. Hesbare then compared 
Pittsfield teachers. salaries ‘with 
those of two neighboring. cities, 
sehenectady and Springfield. ‘‘In 
the last three years,’’ he declared, 
“Schenectady, a sister General 
Electric. city, has made com- 
mendable progress in teachers sal- 
aries, and has left Pittsfield far 
behind.”’ 

He pointed out that in 1956-57 
Schenectady’s bachelor minimum 
and maximum were $3,500 and 
$6,000 compared to Pittsfield’s $3,- 
100 and «$5,500. This year Sche- 
nectady jumped its minimum $1,- 
000 to $4,200, and its maximum 
$800 to $6,800. This while Pitts- 
field raised its teachers $100. Next 
year Schenectady will pay a maxi- 
mum of $7,000.

‘Annex, Pearl Street, Springside 
House and Dunham Street.” 


Three Major Questions 


The mayor’s address was di- 
rected at what he calls the three 
“most pertinent” questions asked 
on the proposed new municipal fa- 
cility—the need, the location, and 
the cost to the taxpayers. 

The cost of a $500,000 bond issue, 
which will come up for City Coun- 
ceil action tonight, will amount, the 
mayor said, to 29 cents per $1,000 
valuation over a 20-year period. 
For the average homeowner, whose 
house is assessed at $6,000, he said, 
the annual cost for a new, safe and 
efficient city hall would be $1.74. 

The mayor wove in his discus- 
sion of the cost to taxpayers with 
a eounterpunch at the 15 persons 
who’ unsuccessfully filed a bill of 
complaint against the city, seeking 
‘to halt construction of the new 
municipal building. Their attempts 
were rejected by three Superior 
‘Court judges on grounds that the

The | 
lot then wouldn’t even meet the} 
zoning ordinance’s minimum re-| 
quirements for a single dwelling) 
which is 60 feet. | 


To build a city hall on the pres-| 
ent site, Ahern continued, there | 
would have to be ‘fradical’’ revi- 
sion of space allowances and it 
would involve the construction of 
a building -with a. basement and 
three floors, sidewalk-to-sidewalk, 
wider in the front than in the rear, 
and with no room for expansion 
in years to come. Furthermore, he 
added, the city would become a 
violator of its own ordinances 
which requires offstreet parking 
Space for all newly-constructed of- 
fice buildings.
